WHEN SHE SAYS'BUSY' 


Would Rather Complete Call 


Than Tell Subscriber 


. - 
Line is in Use. 


When a switchboard operator, ID 


anftwer to a subscriber's call, reports 
"the line is busy," it naturally causes 
gome annoyance and sometimes the 
calling subscriber feels that a proper 
effort has not been made by the op- 
erator. 


A simple explanation of the work 


involved in completing a connection 
will help to disabuse anyone's mind of 
the fallacy that the operator can save 
herself any time or labor by reporting 
a line as busy without finding out 
whether it is or not. 


The operator, in completing a call, 


uses a pair of flexible cords terminat- 
ing in metal tips. One of these she 
inserts in an answering jack which 
connects her with the calling sub- 
scriber, and the other she inserts in 
the multiple jark of the called sub- 
scriber. Bur before she plugs into the 
multiple jack, she places the plug on 
the rim of the jafk, which is a little 
metal-trimmed hole. 
If the line Is 


busy, she hears a click and so reports 
"the line is busy." 


The test takes but the fraction of a 


second. 
From the operator's view- 


point it is much more advantageous 
to complete a call than to be obliged 
to report the line busy, because in most 
cases the calling party will ask for the 
number again and continue until the 
call is completed, thus entailing far 
more work upon the operator than 
would have been the case bad the call 
been completed the first time.

Than Tell Subscriber 
Line is in Use. 


When a switchboard operator, In 
answer to a subscriber’s call, reports 
“the line is busy.” it naturally causes 
Borne annoyance anil sometimes the 
calling subscriber feels Hun a proper 
effort has not been made by the op­ 
era tor. 
A simple explanation of the work 
Involved in completing a connection 
will help to disabuse anyone's mind of 
the fallacy I bat tin* operator can save 
tiercelf any time or labor by reporting 
a line as busy without finding out 
whet ber it is or not. 
The operator, in completing a call, 
Uses a pair of flexible cords terminat­ 
ing in metal tips. 
one of these she 
Inserts in an answering jack whleh 
connects her with the calling 
s u b ­ 
scriber. and Hie other she inserts in 
tilt* multiple jack of the called sub­ 
scriber. 
Blit before she plugs into the 
multiple jack, she places the plug on 
the rim of the Jack. which is a little 
metal-trimuled bole. 
If the line Is 
busy. site bears ii click and so reports 
‘•the line is busy.” 
The test takes hut the fraction of a 
second. 
From the operator's view­ 
point it is much more advantageous 
to complete a call than to lie obliged 
to report the line busy, because In most 
cases the calling party wfll ask for the 
number again Lind continue until the 
call is completed, thus entailing far 
more work upon the operator than 
would have been the ease bad the call 
been completed the first time.
